Quevedo fought in the bottom of 
the canyon protecting the infantry, 
according to special dispatches 
from the firing lines, which add 
that 7000 Federals and 5000 rebel 
troops took pdrt in the engage- 
ment. 

The occupation of*® Fortin has 
been officially confirmed, although 
no details will be given out by the 
Government until a report on the 
fighting is received from Gen. Mar- 
tinez, in command of the army in 
this district. 

The advance against Cordoba is 
being continued. 

In the sector of Oriental, Gen. 
Almazan has simultaneously start- 
ed an advance against Jalapa, cap- 
ital of the State of Vera Cruz, and 
on Teziutlan, State of Puebla, 
which is the terminus of a railway 
branch. Gen. Almazan has arrived 
at Limon, eight miles from Perote, 
i where the rebels are fortified.

+ SERVICE TO ST. LOUIS 


Long Distance Communication 
Between Chicago and City 
Cut Off by Blizzard. 


Blizzards, first west and then 
northeast of St. Louis, have cur- 
tafled telegraphic service of news 
associations, and today resulted in 
cutting off long-distance telephone 
communication between St. Louis 
and Chicago. 

As a result of storm conditions, 
most trains from the West were late 
in arriving at Union Station today, 
and there was interference with 
schedules from other directions. 

Commercial telegraph service was 
impaired, but was not wholly 
stopped, by the effects of the 
storms. Telegraph company offi- 
cials were hopeful of restoring nor- 
mal conditions of communication 
before tomorrow, although snow, 
high winds and low temperature 
are predicted for tonight in this vi- 
cinity. 

A sleet storm Sunday night, 
which was most severe in southern 
and western Kansas, had the ef- 
fect of cutting communication be- 
tween Kansas City and Denver. The 
storm moved northeast, and last 
night only one wire nemained in 
the press association service be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago. This 
wire was “duplexed” so as to carry 
10 circuits, and these circuits were 
the only channels for press tele- 
grams this morning. 

Some news dispatches for Chi- 
cago were routed through Pitts- 
burg last night. The impaired 
communication between St. Louis 
and Chicago also curtained facili- 
ties between this city and Western 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota points. 

Between St. Louls and Kansas 
City, three of the nsual seven news 
circuits ofAhe American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. were working 
today. There was one circuit to 
Detroit. The circuits between St. 
Louis, Quincy and Davenport were

GERMAN EMBASSY, UNDER 
BERLIN'S ORDERS, MAKES 
NO DISPLAY OF MOURNING

Embassy has refrained 

from making any display of 

mourning for Woodrow Wilson. 

No flag has been flown over 
the embassy at any time since 
Mr. Wilson's death, although 
the other embassies and lega- 
tions have had their colors half- 
masted since the official notiti- 
eation reached them before 
noon on Sunday. 

Baron Leopold Plessen, third 
secretary at the embassy, made 
this explanation: 

“The German Government 
considers the late Mr. Wvodrow 
Wilson a private citizen, and 
therefore has instructed the 
Germah embassy to refrain 
from any official display of 
mourning.” 

When Mr. Wilson died, the 
State Department, following 
‘the diplomatic custom, notified 
the French. Ambassador, Jules 
Jusserand, who is dean of the 
diplomatic corps. Tae Ambas- 
sador promptly notified all of 
his colleagues and fiags on the 
diplomatic missions were at 
once displayed at half-mast. 
Failure of the German embassy 
to show its colors ir mourning 
was not at first noted. When 
the lack of a flag was observed 
and an inquiry as to ihe reason 
made at the embessy, Baron 
Plessen made his statement.

| tighting. ventilation and sanitation 
is one of the best falls of its class 
in the United States” and “its 
cleanliness is equal to that of a 
high-class hospital.” However, 
there are serious defects, of which 
the worst is that it has cells for 
only 132 men, whereas the number 
of men prisoner» ranges from 200 
to nearly 300, of whom an aver- 
age of 100 are Federal prisoners 
awaiting trial. 

These were the principal findings 
in a report read today at a lunch- 
eon of the Missouri Welfare League 
at the American Anex Hotel, to 
which the public and city officials 
were invited. The survey was 
made a month ago by Dr. Hastings 
| HE Hart, director of the Child- 

'Helping Department of the Russell 
| Sage Foundation at the behest of 
the league and of Director of Pub- 
lic Welfare Cunliff. Dr. Hart is to 
return to complete investigation of 
the workhouse and city correction- 
al institutions. 

The créwded condition of the 
jail necessitates placing two pris- 
oners in each of cells “none too 
large for one man,” and, including 
corridors, there is little more than 
half the living space regarded as 
the necessary minimum. “It ts 
manifestly impossible to live nor- 
mally and cbhtain proper exercise in 
such a place as this,” Dr. Hart re- 
marks. 


for Relief. 

For relief, he suggests that no 
Federal prisoners be admitted 
_after this year, that women prison- 
ers be kept elsewhere, and “that 
| Judges be enabled t9 release upon 
‘their own recognizance prisoners 
iunable to give bail, but having 
/regular employment or homes of 
| their own and showing a fair de- 
gree of responsibility. 

If Federal prisoners may later 
be accepted, he suggests charging 
more than the - 75 cents now 
charged the Government daily: for 
each to cover food and guard ex- 
|penses. He estimates that the ac- 
| tual cost of keeping them is $1 or 
‘possibly $1.25 a day each, remark- 
ing: 

“This meager payment is fin eac- 
‘cord with the Iong established 
| policy of the general Government 
_to sponge upon states and counties 
‘for prison rent and overhead 
charges. These services are ex- 
acted by the general Government 
as if they were a right, but there 
can be no semblance of justice in 
this proposition. 


“I can discover no reason why) 
the United States Government | 
should ask the City of St. Louts to) 
donate in use of 40 per cent of | 
the facilities of its municipal jail | 
and to keep it lighted, heated and | 
repaired at its own expense when 
this accommodation necessitates 
doubling up its own prisoners in 
cells with the attendant suffering | 
and exposure which I have al-| 
ready described.”

Women prisoners are kept on/| 
the fifth and sixth stories in quar-| 
ters described as “bleak, unsani-.

nated into the ward of a smallpox 
hospital than to expose her to es | 
frightful companionship.” |

‘FIRST PRINCIPLES 
IN COOKING 


By Mrs. Christine Frederick 
Household Efficiency Expert. 


EFORDE cooking any food product we must understand !ts struc- 
B ture, or else we will never be able to see why one way of cook- 

ing will make it tender while another will cauee it to become 
tough. Since meat is the chief dish at so many meals, let us study 
the composition of meat and how it is affected by heat. 

Meat of all kinds is composed of bundles of small fibres, and 
these are really tubes filled with liquid containing salts, flavor and 
nutriment; further, these bundles of tubes are all held together by a 
kind of net-work of tissue; some meats, like chicken, having prac- 
tically none, while others, as in certain parts of beef, possess a 
large quantity of coarse tissue. Now the chief objects of cooking any 
meat are: (1) to harden the substance in the tubes and make it fit 
for food; and (2) to so loosen the fibres apart that they may be 


readily cut and eaten. | 
In general all meats may be 
elassed as “tender” and choice 
with soft fibres and delicate tissue: 
and again, those meats are “tough” 
which have coarse fibres which re- 
quire considerable effort to break 
down and soften. All “choice 
cuts,” such as porterhouse, loin 
chops, breast, rib roast, etc., from 
the inside portions of the anima! 
require less time, less heat and an 
entirely different cooking process 
from these “cheap cuts” like 
rump, reund, chuck, flank, bris- 
ket, ete. Tender meat needs quick 
joking me matter from what ani- 
fae one tough meat needs slow 
@boking at a lower temperature,

When we come to the cooking 
er “first principles” of preparing 
tough meats, we proceed quite dif- 
ferently. If we tried to cook a 
teugh piece like chuck quickly like 
@ tender chep, there would not be 
sufficient time te break down the 
coarse fibers and equally coarse 
connecting tissue. All such pieces 
require a slow and long cooking at 
the simmering point. But, in order 
te keep in the juices as much as 
possible, we should first sear or 
brewn even these pieces at a high 
temperature, then reduce the heat 
and continue long slow cooking. 

If ene can cook a good stew or 
meat ef the pot roast type, then 
he can also prepare any other meat 
of a coarse fiber. Always brown or 
sear the piece whether in one large 
lump or in many small sections: 
do this either in a hot skillet, or in 
@ well greased pot; as soon as the 
pieces are browned al! over to keep 
in the juice, then reduce the flame 
or heat to a very low point and 
continue for the long period neces- 
sary to completely break down the 
fiber. If a Mquid is added to any 
stew at the beginning of cooking 
it should be added boiling hot so 
as not to draw out the juices, but 
instead keep them in. 
braised meats should be kept cov- 
ered as the steam dropping back 
from the lid greatly adds to the 
heat and power of the cooking.

tablespoonfuls of vinegar—-taragon 
is best—a teaspoonful of garlic vin- 
egar or a thinly sliced bud of garlic, 
a thinly sliced onion, half a bay 
leaf, three cloves, a teaspoonful of 
Worcestershire sauce, a saltspoon- 
fulof salt, a little red pepper and a 


‘half saltspoonful of curry powder. 


Turn the meat frequently then let 
it stand over night in the icebox. 
When it is ready to cook drain the 
steak well, lay it on a greased broil- 
er and broil it a delicate_brown on 
either side. Lay the steak on a but- 
tered baking dish and butter it 
well, then strain the marimade 
over it and bake it for 15 minutes, 
basting it frequently. 


~ FRENCH CREAM PUFFS. 
UT one-quarter cup butter and 


one-half cup boiling water in 
saucepan and bring to boiling 
point; add one-half cup flour (all 
at once) and stir vigorously. Re- 
move from fire and add two un- 
beaten eggs, one ata time. Drop 
by spoonfuls on buttered sheet, 
making as nearly round as possible.

teaspoonful of mixed spices and 
one of ginger, half a cupful each of 
molasses and sugar and a large 
cupful of rich milk. Mix the in- 
gredients well. Line a dish with 
good pastry, mark the edge with a 
flour-tined ferk and pour in the 
squash mixture. Bake the ple from 
30 to 40 minutes, according to the 
oven, This is a more delicate ple 
than pumpkin.
